Referring to your account of Expenses incurred in the manufacture of Standard Silver 
Dollars during the month of April I find that you have paid the entire expenses for Wages of 
Workmen in the Melter & Refiners and Engraver’s Departments during the month from that 
fund. This is contrary to your usual custom, and as a large Gold coinage was executed at your 
Mint during the month, it is apparent that a portion of the time of some of the Employees of the 
Departments names, must have been employed in connection therewith, and the propriety of 
using an appropriation for the Coinage of Silver Dollars in paying for such work is very 
questionable. I would inquire why your usual custom has been deviated from in this particular 
and whether it would not be desirable to pay a portion of the expenses of the Wages of these 
Departments from your regular appropriation.
